The Central Government in exercise of the power* con¬ 
ferred by clauiie (d) of sub-swtion 1 and sub-section (2-A) 
of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, has reserred

“Whether th© action of the management of Air-India 
ut Bombay is not granting the interest of Provident 
Fund deducted from, the wages of the workmen 
concerned from the ‘on account’ payment in terms 
of Employers’ letter No. TR|74-74(d) 2691 dated 
17th Sept., 1979 from 1-4-1978 onwards is juatilied'i 
If not, what relief th© workmen concerned arc 
entitled to ?’’ 
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2. The Dispute relates to the non-payment of interest on 
proportionate deductions on account of provident fund from 
the ‘on account’ payments made during tho period from 

1- 4-1^8 to 13-9-1984, as per the terms of the settlement 
dated 17-2-1979, arrived at between Messers Alr-lndla and 
Air-fndia. Employees Guild. The di^^uto was arised by 
Air-lndla Employees Guild (which w'dl be hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as ithc Guild'). According to the Guild, the 
corporation as and when it released ine arrears of “On ac¬ 
count payment’ as per the terms of settlement dated 
17-12-79, deducted tlicrefrom provident fund at the rate 

of 8-1/3 percent as per the Air-India Employees Provident 
Fund Rosulations 1954. Similarly, when the ‘On account 
paynaept* was made cn monthly basis provident fund was 
deducted from such ‘On account payment’ also. 

3. The simple defence of the management is that no 
deductions were made on account of Provident Fund fromi 
the *0» account payments’ and bence there was no ques¬ 
tion of paying any interest on such deductions. According 
to the corporation, the staff notice bearing no 1R|74-74(D)| 

2698 dated September, 17. 1979, issued by the management 
categorically stated that the rates of ‘On account paymenta* 
had, been arrived at after making necessary provlsioiiel ad¬ 
justments towards Provident Fund and quarter llccooe tee, 
in ctMo of staff who had been provided with accommodation 
by the Corporation, and that Guild’s reliance on manage- 
ment’s letter of even number and even date is mUcoocehed 
and untenable. 

4. The management of Air-lndia had entered Into a settle- 
meat with Air-lhdla Corporation Emplo^^es Union, (which 
wid be hereinafter lefrerred to as ‘Unkm’). Thi» settle¬ 
ment was to expire on 31-3-1978. The Union, however, 
terminated the settlement on 1-2-1978, and gave a fresh 
Cbatibr of Demands on 31-3-1978. Tho Union amended 
tho Charter of Demands on 15-4-1978. The demand* were 
not accepted by the maaagemont. Tl)e matter was therefore 
taken In concUiatkm. Different seta cf demands wore made 
by the Guild and the Union. During the conciliation pro- 
ccedifigs the management offered a package deal t* the 
Union as wel^ts to the OuUd, The Uhion accepted tho 
ufier and enWbd into a settlement with the manaaetnent. 

Thb settlement, which was signed by the management on 

2- 2-1979, was to bo effecUvo from 1^1978 to 31-9-1981. 

It contemplated an ‘On account payment* pending sanction 
of tho Central Oovermnedt. The Guild also foUowod suit 
and entered Into separate settlement «m 17-2-1979. It was 
Bgnaed that the Chiuler of Demands given by the Guild 
were to be referred to tho National Industrial Tribunal for 
adjudication and pending such adjudiCBtion ‘On account 
payment' was to bo made with effect from 1-4-1978 to 
-H-9-1981 as contemplated by the settlement dated 2-2-1979 
between the Union and the Management, Accordingly, (he 
matter was referred to this Tribunal for adjudicatioo. The 
Tribuiial passed an Award on 21-4-1983, in term* of the 
sotdeaient dated 2-2-1979, inter alia bolding that thp said 
settlement was fair. This Award was passed in reference 
Nov NTB-1 of 1980. 

5- After the settlement dated 2-2-1979, between tho Union 
and the Management, the Director of Personnel and 
Industrial Relations put up a Staff Notice dated 5-2-1979, 
dochring the decision of the Management, to make ‘On 
account payment' pending government approval of the settle¬ 
ment. The. decision of the Management is mentioned in 
para 6 of the Staff Notice which reads as follows 

“Pending Government approval of the settlement*, the 
Management of Air-Iodla and Indian Airlines have 
decided to make “On accoimt payment* in order 
to cDiure that the majority of the employees whom 
the settlements’ cover get in hand without delay 
some of the benefits of the Settl«nent*.

6. As mentioned above, the Guild entered into a separate 
setdement on February 17. 1979. Tho terms of this aottle- 
ment in respect of ‘On accoont pevinsot’ a^s cootained in 
clause* (i) to (iv) of the said settlement They ate as

(i) The nmnagcinent has offered to make ‘On account

(ii) For the period from 1-1-1979 to 31-3-1979. a 
lumpsum payment to the above categories is pro¬ 
posed to be made on the above ba.sts. The Manage- 
meht proposes to continue to pay ‘On account* pay¬ 
ment from 1-4-1979 to the date of implciacatation 
of the offer as per Annexurc ‘A’ at the monthly 
rates mentioned above. 

(iii) From the date the offer as per Annexurc ‘A* is 
implemented, the Management proposes to make

7. It appears that some discussions took place between 
the Guild and the Management about the deductioa* on 
account of Provident Fund from , the ‘On account payment' 
made to the categorle.s represented by the Guild, in fur- 
thereance to this dlsctisskm the Deputy Director of Per¬ 
sonnel and Industrial Relations wrote a letter to the Secre¬ 
tary, Air-lndia Eusployees Guild on September 17, 1979.

Sub.—Charter of Demands. 

This had reference to the discussion you had with! us 
regarding- the deduction from the “On account payment’ 
made to tlte categories represented by your Union, effective 
1st September, 1979.

9. The Air-India Corporation has framed Air-India Em¬ 
ployees’ Provident Fund Regulations which came into f^ce 
from 1-8-1953. They arc applicable to all employees of 
the Corporation other than Government Servant on deputa- 
tiota to the Corporation. As provided by Regulation 12(1) 
every employee of the Corporation who is confirmed In 
his service shall he required to be a member of the Fund 
from the date on which these Resulatloiw ct.me into force, 
or on his confirmation of his service whichever is later. 
Ae defined by Clause (i) of Regulation (2) ‘Fund’ means 


the. Provident Fund cstablisiiel under the Rfcgulations, Re¬ 
gulation 14(1) laid down that every member shall sub¬ 
scribe to the Fund each month at the rate of eight and a 
one-third percent (8-1/3 percent) of the pay earned by him 
for the month and the amount shall be recovered by -the 
Corporation trom the member’s monthly salary. Clause 
(2) of Re'gulation 14 finthcr lays down that the Corpora¬ 
tion shall contribute to the fund every month an amoupt 
equal to the amount subscribed by each of the employe.es 
but in any case not exceeding 8 1|3 percent of the pay earp- 
cd. by the eipployce during that month as the employerls 
contribution to the Fund, Clause (1) of Rcgidatjoii 15 
further lays down that the total amount received or receiv¬ 
able as the employer's contributions and the employee’s -iuib- 
scriptions to the fund shall be credited to respective accounts. 
Clause (3) of the said Regulation further provides that 
all interest, rent and any other income accrued or realised, 
as the case may be, shall be credited to an account Called 
the ’interest Income Account’. Clause (iii) of Regulation 
16 enjoins a duty on the Board of Trustees to credit in the 
'Fund on the 31st day of March every year, or as soon a-s 
poMible, the amount of interest due to every employe | 
tneinber on the balance standing to bis credit in the wpd 
on 3l8t March of the year last preceding of the Finniyaal 
Year a.s also 50 percent of the subscriptions and contibu- 
tions credited to Member's account during the year. The 
Corporation, therefore, Is bound to credit the subscrjptlohs 
m.ade by the member and employer’s contribution equti to 
the amount not exceeding 8 113 percent of the pay earned 
by the employee every month and credit the amount of . the 
interest on the amount standing to tnc credit of the npem- 
ber in the F^nd on 31st March of the Year last proco^g 
the l^nancial Year and also SO percent subscriptiqoi and 
Contributions cuedited to the Members account dufins the 
year, on 31st March every year or as soon as possible flierc- 
after. This position is not disputed by the Management. 
It is, however, the case of the Corporation that no dc^uo 
.tiou rvas made on account of Provident Fund from the 
|On Account Payment’ made to the concerned workmen 
in pursuance to the settlement dated 17-2-1979 enteriid into 
by the Air-India Corporation' and the Guild. 

10. In support of the contention that deletions on ac- 
' count of provident fund were made from the amount of 

the "On Account Payment’, the CJuild has product some 
Pay Bills which show that the amount of the 'On accOqht 
payment’ made till August 1979, was reduced from Septem¬ 
ber 1979 onwards. ' 'These reductions however were not 
shown, as deductions on account of Provident Fund "in the 
pay bills. The Manawment could not explain thq nature 
of these deductions. There is also nothing m the recofd of 
the Corporation, which was called for, to show that thew 
deductions were made on account of Provident Fund. ' "nie 
Guild also could not establish that these deductiori-s trom 
the ‘On Account Payment’ made from September 1979, 
onward were on account of Provident Fund. The ques¬ 
tion whether these deductions were lawful is ' the 

scope of this /eference as well as is irrelevant so fer as 
this reference is concerned. If, according to the Guild, these 
deductions were unauthorised it is free to avail of the 
remetiy prescribed for recovering r.uautborised deductions. 
No relief can be granted on that account m this reference- 
in view of the limited scope of the question referred to this 
Tribunal. 

11. Though It is not proved that some amount by way of 
employee’s contribution to the Povident Fund was deducted 
from the ‘On Account Payment’ fixed by a formula prescrib¬ 
ed in the above quoted example given in the statement an¬ 
nexed to the above quoted letter of the Deputy Director of 
Personnel and Industrial Relations to the Secretary of the 
Guild on 17-9^1979, it is clear from the example itself that 
while calculating the ‘On Account Payment' the amount 
of .''dditiop''! Provident Fund nayabl© in view of the nroposed 
reviKion of wages in view of the settlement, was deducted. 
ITiis position can be seen from the above quoted example 
which as mentioned cbove, contains the formula by apply¬ 
ing which the 'On Account Payment’ was determined. 

12. The example cited above is that of a Traffic Assistant 
whose grade was proposed to be revised from 230— 640 to 
405-.—910. The total existing emoluments of th© workman 
whose ex.ample is cited was Rs. 680.75 and the ProvWcnt 
Fund at the rate of 8-1/3% came to Rs. 32.08, ’That was 
the tactual contribution made by the said workman. It will 
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be seen from the last column that aa per the proposed revision 
the total gross wages payable to the employee came to 
Rs. S50.O5 on which the compulsory subscription of the 
employee to the provident fund came to Rs, 5ti. The actual 
amount which would have been pavable to the employee as 
per the revised grade after deduction of the compulsory 
Provident Fund subscription came to Rs. 755.05 as against 
648,67, It is pertinent to note that the ‘On Account Pay¬ 
ment' was calculated as the difference between the amount 
that would have been payable to the employee as per revised 
wage scale after deduction of Provident Fund Subscription 
and the net amount paid to the wofkman after deducting pro¬ 
vident Fund as per the existing scale. The 'On Account 
Payment’ was not calculated as the difference between the 
gross amount payable ns per the revised grade and the 
amount paid as per the existing grade. It is thus clear that 
while determining the, ‘Oh Account Payment’ deduction on 
account of Provident Fund was taken into consideration. 
This deduction is styled hv the management as provisional 
deduction. Nonetheless it is a deduction because if this 
deduction would not have been made the actual ‘On Account 
Payment’ would have been higher. In the case of the 
examnle cited, it would have been Rs, 119.30 as against 
Rs. 105.00. This additional amount was withheld by the 
management as provisional adjustment towards Provident 
Fund, Ffence the Management will bo deemed to have 
deducted that much amount towards Provident Fund subscrip¬ 
tion of the workman. 

13. It is an admitted position that the^e imounts were 
deposited aloriewith the employer’s contribut'on in the ac¬ 
counts of the respective employees ufter the National Indus¬ 
trial Tribunal passed the Award on 21-4-1983 in terms of 
the settlement dated 2-7-1979 between Air Corporation Em¬ 
ployees’ Union ("ACEUl and the Management. The 
management might have been justified in withholdinc the.so 
amounts HII the Award was nas.sed. Rut while crediting the 
amounts in respective accounts of the employees the mnnage- 
rT'‘’iit should also have credited the interest on the amounts 
witheld bv the manugement on account of Provident Fund 
from the ‘On .Account Payment’ from 1-4-1978 to 31-3-1983 
ns rcflUired bs- clans,, fa) of Regulation 16 at the rate 
determined and notified as per clause fl) of tbe said Re- 
giilnfion, FTence though the action of the Corporation in 
maWmr deductions on account of Provident Fund ftom fh^ 
add'tional amount nava.hle as per the revised vrades apd 
withholding tN. amount ti'l the Nafkmal TnJiistr'al Tribunal 
Mvo Its Awnr,-i was justified there was no justification for 
not crediting the interest ,-p these amounts.

According to 
the Air corporations Employees’ Union, who espoused the 
cause of the concerned workman, the woi'knian was entitled 
to be continued in the service till bis attaining the age of 
60 years and the action of the management in prematurely 
terminating- his service was illegal, unjustified amounted to 
unfair labour practice and was taken as a retaliatory measure 
against the Union. 'Ihe inanagcnieni raised some prelimi¬ 
nary objections about the validity of the reference and juris¬ 
diction of this Iribiinal and denied all the allegation.s on 
which the action was sought to be challenged. The manage¬ 
ment maintained Ih.tt the action of letiremcnt of the work¬ 
man was within tile competence of the Coiporation and 
wa.s taken alter overall assessment of the jjerformance of 
the workman. 

3, At the hearing of the reference, the parties filed a memo 
of settlement and requested the Tribunal to pass an Award 
in terms of the settlement, which are as follows :—- 

“1. It is agreed lhat the Employer viz. Indian Airlines, 
shall pay a sum of Rs. 25,085 as Ex-gratia payment 
to the workman in full and final settlement of all

3, The case of the spon.soring tinioji as appearing from the 
written datement, details apart, is as follows : 

The concerned v.orkman i.s a permanent employee of the 
managemenl -inj till Februmy, 1979 ho was a Loco Driver 
in Bassmiya Colliery. During February, 1979 the manage- 
mciit decided to train some competent workmen to operate 
Bnlldorcrs and other machines to be engaged in the open 
cast minc.s and projects and in course of that programme 
inducted him also iu .such training. Flic Deputy Personnel 
Manager, Kirsimda Area, under which the colliery in ques- 
tion svas administered, by big letter dated 17th/19th Febru¬ 
ary, 1979 wrote to the Project Manager, Dhansar/Kusnnda 
Open Cast Project to train persons including the concerned 
workman in operating Buldozer for their employment in 
smilar pnatinus after training.

The manage¬ 
ment assuied him that fixation of his scale of Pfiy was tem¬ 
porary and it wotid he rectified shortly. Thereafter the man¬ 
agement -issued an OHicc Order dated 10th December, 1982 
under the signature of the Agent, Bassuriya Colliery rc-fixing 
pay scale in respect ol Iti workmen of different category and 
there the pay scale of the concerned workman was rc-flxed 
in Excavation Grade ‘C’ from Grade ‘D’ whereas several 
other Operators who had been trained along with him were 
placed in Excavation Grade ‘B’ and thus once again severe 
di.scriminatinn was done to him and even person junior to 
him in service was placed in Excavation Grade B. He object¬ 
ed to the authorities complaining about such discrimination. 
The managetnent assured him of justice but did nothing. 
When iio action was taken by the management to redress 
his grievance he reported the matter to the trade union, 
namely, Rashtriya Colliery Mazdoor Sangh, who took up 
the inalter on his behalf and raised an industrial dispute 
before, the A.LC.('Cl, Dhanbad, The A'L.C.fC’l, Dhanbad 
tried lo resolve the dispute by conciliation, but that ended 
in a failure duo lo non-cooperative attitude of the manage¬ 
ment. The management has re-categorised 49 workmen of 
various trade/group by an Office Order dated 6th January, 
1987 in which .several workmen Junior to the concerned work¬ 
man had been upgraded to Excavation Grade 'B’. But his 
case has been le^t out- on the plea that the matter will bo 
decided by the Tiibuna], In the circumstances, the .sponsor¬ 
ing union has submitted that the concerned workman be 
placed in Excavation Grade ‘B’ with effect from 1st August, 
1982 when recatcgori.'ation was done by the management by 
Ollice Order dated 10th December, 1982. 

4. In its rejoinder to the written statement of the man¬ 
agement the sponsoring union has stated that the manage¬ 
ment illegally and arbitrarily placed the concered workman 
in Excavation Grade ‘D’ with effect from 1981 in violation 
of Wage Board Recommendations. Wage Board Recommen¬ 
dation has get slaliitury force and as per Wage Board Re¬ 
commendation minimum starting category of Dozer Operator 
Is Excavation Grade ‘B’. The union bus further submitted 
that Chedi l.ohar who was junior to the concerned workman 
was regularised and placed in Excavation Grude-B as Do.zer 
Operator from the date of completion of his training period. 
Basdeo Rabidas another Dozer Operator has also been placed 
in Excavation Grade-R. in similar circiim.stances. The demand 
for file concerned workman for being placed in Excavation 
Grade-B is based on the ground that junior workmen, such 
a.s, Chedi Loliar etc. had been given Excavation Gradc-B 
and that equal pay for equal work .should be ensured by the 
management.

6 . T he manageraent ha.s examined only one witness, name¬ 
ly, MW-l Onkar Singh who is now posted as Executive Engi¬ 
neering, East Basuria Colliery and laid in evidence only one 
item of document which has been marked Ext. W-1. On the 
other hand, the sponsoring union has examined the concern¬ 
ed workman as WW-I and laid in evidence a sheaf of docu¬ 
ments which has been marked Exts. W-1 to W-8. 

7. Admittedly, Bindeswari Singh, the concerned workman 
was previously working as l oco Driver of Basuria Colliery 
of M/s. B.C.C. ITd. It is also an undeniable fact that he 
was .sent to undergo training as a Dozer Operator. The 
written .statement of the union discloses that the Deputy 
Personnel Manager, Kusundar Area, under which Basuria 
colliery was odministered, by his letter dated 17/19-2-79 
wrote to the Project Manager, Dhansar Open Cast Project, 
to train persons includins the concerned workman in operat¬ 
ing Bull Dozer for their employment in similar position after 
tra-ning. The letter of the Dy. Personnel Manager of 
Kusunda Area dated 17/19-2-79 which has been produced 
by the union establishes this position (E.xt. W-7). Thus, it 
is .seen that the concerned workman was sent by the man¬ 
agement to undergo training a.s Doter Operator in or about 
February, 1979. The letter of the Manager, Bussurya 
Colliery dated 30-9-1980 fRxt. W-3 1 it indicative of the fact 
that the concerned woPkman was working as Dozer Opera¬ 
tor m B.assuriya colliery. By this letter ii word of caution was 
ismed to th© conccmcd workman. Chedi t.ohar and two 
others with regard to their nerformnnee of duties. How- 
evera, the fact is that on 30-9-80 the concerned workman 
was working as Do.mr Operator. It i.s the case of the union 
that after completicri of training for one year as Dozen 
Onenator the concerned workman was placed in Excavation 
t^ide-D. 71113 ha.s not been disputed by the maangemenf. 
This the position is icached that unon complation of training 
ns Dozer Onerntor the concerned workman was placed in 
Excavation Grade-D,’ 

8 . Sri D. Mukhovjee, Advocate, for hte union as con¬ 
tended that as per Central Wage Board Recommendations 
the concerned workman was entitled fo bo placed in Exca¬ 
vation Grade-B upon completion of tiniiiing. But the Cen¬ 
tral Wage Board Recommendations for placement of Dozer 
Operator of Excavation Section in Grade-B relates to Na¬ 
tional Coal Development Corporation, Admittedy, Basurlya 
Colliery was never a part and parcel of National Coal Deve- 
lopmcit Corporation. That being so. the contention .f Sri 
p. Mukhnjee that the concerned workman was entitled to 
be placed in Excavation Grade-B upon conipletition of his 
training as Dozer Operator is not sustainable. 

It appears that by Office Order dated 10-12-82 fExt. 
W-5) the concerned workman was placed in Excavation 
Grade C from Excavation Grade-B. Shri R, S. Murty, Ad- 
vorato. for the management ha.s contended that although 
under Implementation Instruction No, 36 dated 2-2-81 of 
TB.C.CI. the concerned workman was not entitled to be 
placed in Excavation Grade-C, the management by its vene- 
rositv granted that benefit to him. Whatever may be the 
position, the fact is that th© concerned workman was placed 
m FTcavation Grnde-C with effect from 1-8-1982 bv Office 
Order dated 10-12-82 (Ext. W-.l).

u). hri R. S. Miirtv has submitted that Basdeo Rabidas'was 
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placed in Excavation Gradc-D, but there is no supportive 
evidence lo bolster up this contention. Anyway, the fact 
remains that Chedi Lohar, a Blacksmith, was placed straight¬ 
way in Excavation Cirade-B after completion of training as 
Dozer Operator and Basdeo was placed in Excavation Gradc- 
C after completion of training as Dozer Operator. 

11. Sri R. S. Murty has submitted .hat a.s a result of test 
after training Chedi Lohar was placed in Excavation Grade- 
B and the concerned workman in Execavation Grade-D, But 
there is neither any pleading nor any evidence on thi-s point. 
Sri Murty has further contended that Basdeo Rabidaa under¬ 
went training ns Dozer Operator before his appointment in 
the post of Dozer Operator. Onfortunately, on this score 
also there is no pleading nor any evidence, Sri Murty ha.s 
submitted also that Chedi Lohar and Basdeo Rabidas were 
tVorking on bigger capacity dozer than the dozer operated by 
the concerned workman. This contention is also unsubstan¬ 
tial because MW-1 Onkar Singh, now posted as Executive 
Engineer, Eas Basuriya Colliery, has stated that Chedi 
Lohar, Basadeo Rabidas and the concerned workman were 
operating the -same dozer in Basuriya colliery, Sri Murty 
has finally .submitted that Chedi IzDhar is more competent 
to maintain dozer than the concerned workman, There exists 
no pleading and the documentary evidence on this point. 
Even so, this does not explain as to why Basdeo Rabidas 
was placed in Excavation Gradc-C while the concerned 
workman was placed in Excavation Grade-C while the con¬ 
cerned workfnan was placed in Excavation Grade-D. 

12. It is evident from mv discussion above that the man- 
ngement has not followed a systematic and rational policy 
with regard to placement of dozer operator in different 
grades after training. This really reflects upon the wisdom 
and performance of the management

LI. The guideline of J.B.C.C.I. envisages that y-skilled 
workman possessing not less than, five years experience as 
Dozer Operator and capable of handling of crawler or wheel 
type dozers of not less than 150 HP and having know¬ 
ledge of the mcchanfflSl of tractor and capable to undertake 
minor mnning repairs, is entitled to be placed in Excava¬ 
tion Grade-B. Even applying these gindeUines the concerned 
workman is entitled to be placed in Excavation Grade-D 
wayback in September, 1985 when, as the evidence reveals, 
he worked as Dozer Operator for five years after training. 

14, In view of mv discussion come to the inescapable con¬ 
clusion that the action, of the management of Bassuriya 
Colliery in not placing the concerned workman in Excava¬ 
tion Grode-B is not justified. 

15. Accordingly, the following award is rendered— 

the action of the management of Basuriya Colliery of M/s. 
B.C.C. Ltd. in not placing Shri Bindeshwari Singh, Dozer 
Operator in Excavation Group-B (Grade-B) is not justified. 
The management )s directed to consider his case for place¬ 
ment in Excavation Grade-B with effecT from September, 
1983. 

In the circumffances of the case, I award no cost,
